Prayer  Point - 

One  Person  in  One  Family 

Ours  is  the  age  of  individu¬ 
alism.  How  does  it  affect  you 
or  me?  What  is  in  it  for  us? 
There  is  a  huge  disconnect 
from  others.  When  you  begin 
your  day  in  prayer  and  you 
pray  for  self,  it  can  only  be 
accomplished  as  you  pray  in 
the  context  of  oarers.  When 
Jesus  taught  His  disciples  to 
pray  He  said  to  say,  “Our 
Father;  which  art  in  heaven." 
Certainly,  you  can  pray  and 
say,  "My  Fattier,"  but  Jesus  is 
teaching  us  that  as  we  pray,  we 
are  to  be  thoughtful  not  only  of 
what  we  want  or  need  but  of 
how  that  request  will  affect 
everyone  else.  That  is  not  easy 
to  do,  but  it  is  a  necessary  part 
of  growing  in  prayer.  It  is  cer¬ 
tainly  not  unusual  or  abnor¬ 
mal  for  something  to  happen 
in  our  lives  about  which  we 
get  pretty  upset  because  it 
does  not  suit  us  at  the  moment, 
but  it  may  be  helpful  to  others. 
The  reverse  is  also  true  that  it 
could  be  good  for  us  and  not 
for  others. 

I  can  remember  one  sum¬ 
mer  when  my  children  were 
small.  My  son  was  playing 
baseball.  A  game  was  to  be 
played  one  afternoon  and  it 
started  raining.

It  is  an  often-overlooked 
dimension  of  prayer  that  as  we 
come  boldly  before  the  throne 
of  grace  as  though  we  were 
charging  into  the  presence  of 
God,  He  wants  us  to  come 
with  sensitivity  and  an  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  cares,  needs,  and 
impact  that  our  requests  will 
have  on  others'  lives.  In  fact,  if 
you  will  take  the  Model  Prayer 
that  Jesus  gave  us  and  just 
slowly  walk  through  it  you 
will  find  that  there  is  not  one 
singular  pronoun.  Jesus  is  not 
giving  us  a  lesson  in  grammar, 


but  rather  a  lesson  in  life  and  a 
lesson  in  the  things  of  God. 

As  we  grow  in  prayer,  toe 
team  that  prayer  is  selfless.  In 
our  relationships,  the  "my 
way  or  the  highway"  mentali¬ 
ty  does  not  Tit  in  Kingdom 
work.  In  fact  it  does  not  mat¬ 
ter  what  area  of  the  Christian 
life  you  are  going  to  deal  with, 
there  is  a  corporate  need  that 
oftentimes  extends  past  your 
individual  preference.  It  is 
unbelievable  and  almost 
absurd  that  churches  can  get 
so  divided  and  relationships 
can  be  strained  or  even  bro¬ 
ken  over  a  tune,  the  meeting 
place  of  a  Sunday  School 
class,  or  a  vote  that  was  taken 
on  a  building  program. 
Indeed,  it  is  not  about  us,  but 
it  b  about  Him.  It  is  also  about 
others.  In  years  gone  by  in  our 
great  country,  there  has  been  a 
prevailing  spin,  'hat  men  and 
women  Would  defend  our 
nation's  freedom,  giving  up 
their  own  desires  and  so  often 


life  itself  for  the  greater  good. 
So  it  was  with  Jesus,  and  so  it 
should  be  with  us. 

Prayer  is  symphonic. 
Have  you  ever  been  to  a  con¬ 
cert  and  heard  a  band  or  an 
orchestra  presenting  a  pro¬ 
gram?  If  you  get  there  early 
enough,  you  can  hear  the 
various  instruments  as  they 
are  warming  up.  Generally,  it 
sounds  anything  but  beauti¬ 
ful.  All  by  themselves,  some 
instruments  can  sound  harsh 
or  meaningless.  While  some 
instruments  may  sound 
beautiful  all  by  themselves, 
they  take  on  a  totally  new 
dimension  and  far  greater 
beauty  when  combined  with 
others  in  harmony. 

Maybe  the  bottom  line  for 
most  of  us  is  that  prayer  is 
submissive.  Sometimes  when 
we  seriously  think  about 
prayer  we  begin  to  realize 
that  it  may  be  the  deepest, 
most  inward,  personal  trans¬ 
formation  that  can  take  place 
within  us.  When  you  get  to 
that  understanding,  take  a 
few  more  steps  and  realize 
that  it  b  not  about  us,  but  it  is 
about  submitting  to  Him.  He 
will  begin,  piece  by  piece,  to 
bring  new  dimensions  into 
our  lives  as  we  submit  to 
Him.  He  will  give  us  wisdom 
in  making  decisions,  light  for 
our  path  day  by  day,  and 
grace  not  only  to  be  giving 
but  also  forgiving.  It  b  about 
us  having  a  neart  that  b  sub¬ 
missive  to  Him.

Lift  Up  the  Gospel 

Philippian*  1:12-26 


'God  wants  you  to  prosper 
and  have  wealth!!"  screamed 
from  my  television,  as  I  was 
dressing  for  church.  I  screamed 
back,  "T  don't  see  that  in  the 
scriptures!"  As  a  matter  of  fact 
we  often  see  die  opposite,  as 
wealth  was  seldom  five  case  for 
Christians  in  the  early  church. 
My  son  reminded  me  that  the 
o  ver-all  theme  of  Philippians  is 
"joy"  so  perhaps  a  better  thing 
to  say  is,  "Goa  wants  you  to 
have  joy  in  any  and  every  cir¬ 
cumstance!!"  When  we  nave 
joy,  then  the  Gospel  is  lifted  up 
to  a  joyless,  seeking  world! 

bast  week,  we  discussed 
unity  among  the  church  as  we 
"move  for  vard"  but  moving 
forward  is  often  not  easy 
because  of  unexpected  circum¬ 
stances.  Life  is  not  always  fair 
and  yes,  bad  things  happen  to 
good  people.  So,  how  do  we 


move  forward  ana  lift 
the  Gospel  in  joy?  Paul  is 
an  expert  since  he  is 
writing  this  letter  from  a 
Roman  jail!  Evidently  a  I 
question  had  been  asked 
concerning  how  he  was  faring 
in  prison  and  he  answered,  '1 
want  you  to  know,  brothers, 
that  what  has  happened  has 
really  served  to  advance  the 
gospel."  (NIV)  Paul's  imprison¬ 
ment  was  not  a  good  dung  for 
him  personally  but  for  die 
gospel  it  was  huge  and  this 
brought  him  joy  in  the  direst  of 
circumstances.  To  Paul  the 
important  thing  was  Christ 
being  preached  so  even  in 

Erison  Christ  was  made 
nown.  Perhaps  you  are  in 
your  own  personal 
prison... lift  Christ  up  and  see 
what  He  will  do  for  His  glory! 
This  goes  against  every  logi¬ 
cal  thought,  but  God's  ways 
are  not  our  ways. 


Prison  was  not  the 
only  obstacle  attempt¬ 
ing  to  hinder  spread¬ 
ing  the  gospel;  com¬ 
mon  things  uke  pride, 
envy  and  jealousy 
were  also  in  the  mix. 
Satan  wants  nothing 
more  than  to  pit  us 
against  each  other.  It 
Irace  appeared  that  other 
preachers  had  wit¬ 
nessed  Paul's  popularity 
among  the  church  and  they 
wanted  a  part  of  his  fame, 
therefore  they  took  advantage 
of  Paul's  imprisonment  for 
their  personal  gain.  Their 
motives  were  impure  to  say  the 
least.  Had  I  been  Paul,  I  would 
have  cried  foul  at  every  sermon 
but  his  response  was:  Whether 
from  false  motives  or  true,  Christ 
is  preached  and  for  that  l  rejoice. " 
(1:18  NTVJ  Paul's  only  aim  was 
the  gospel  being  spread  so  he 
started  to  evaluate  the  results 
and  if  people  are  being  brought 
into  the  fold  then  rejoice!  God 
will  take  care  of  motives!  Don't 
get  sidetracked! 

The  final  obstacle  Paul  men¬ 
tions  is  one  we  all  will  face  and 


Recognize 

(I  Peter  1:17-21) 

As  God  is  shaping  us  into 
the  image  of  Chnst,  it  is  good 
that  we  spend  an  ample 
amount  of  time  thanking  and 
praising  Him.

Your  pas¬ 
tor,  church,  o*.  denomination 
can't  save  you!  Recognize  the 
incredible  Savior  we  have  in 
Christ.  Give  Him  glory  with 
your  worship  and  your  life. 

Respect 

(I  Peter  1:22-2:1) 

One  of  the  most  obvious 
tests  of  whether  or  not  a  child 
truly  respects  his  or  her  parents 
is  how  obedient  they  are.  This 
same  measuring  stack  can  be 
applied  to  us  as  children  of 

that  is  his  uncertainty  of  tomor¬ 
row.  Granted,  Paul's  tomorrow 
was  immediately  threatened 
yet  he  began  this  section  with 
the  words,  "...  I  will  continue 
to  rejoice!"  (vs  l:18:b)  The 
words  that  follow  indicate 
Paul's  struggle  that  he  might 
not  make  it  out  of  jail  alive.  My 
heart  is  tendered  as  I  read  this. 
Too  many  times  we  read  these 
words,  forgetting  that  Paul  was 
a  real  man,  wno  truly  loved 
these  people  and  wanted  them 
to  face  their  future  strongly  for 
the  cause  of  Christ.  He  greatly 
wanted  to  be  there  to  teach 
them  in  person  but  he  couldn't. 

In  his  own  suffering,  we  find 
him  consoling  those  who  might 
soor  face  similar  situations  so 
he  said...  "I  will  in  no  way  be 
ashamed. ...so  that  now  as 
always  Christ  will  be  exalted  in 
my  body,  whether  by  life  or  by 
death."  (vs  1:20)  He  encour¬ 
aged  each  reader  of  this  letter  to 
be  strong;  death  was  not  the 
end  but  rather  the  beginning 
and  even  through  death  the 
gospel  would  continue. 

Friends,  we  all  suffer  hard-  i 
ships  but  the  question  is,  "Is  i 


God.  There  are  many  behaviors 
that  should  demonstrate  our 
respect  for  God,  but  perhaps 
none  greater  than  love.  The 
people  that  you  and  I  love  are 
foe  people  that  we  genuinely 
respect.  Peter  challenges  us  to 
share  this  deep  and  authentic 
love  with  everyone.  He  tells 
*  the  readers  to  ‘fervently  love 
one  another  from  the  heart." 
This  may  sound  like  an  ardu¬ 
ous  undertaking,  but  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  and  expected  for  the 
redeemed  believer. 

The  first  chapter  concludes 
with  thoughts  about  the  word 
of  God.  In  this  case,  "word"  is 
referring  to  the  written 
Scriptures.  We  are  never  told  to 
idolize  or  worship  the  Bible, 
but  we  should  respect  it  for 
what  it  is  intended  to  be:  a 
glimpse  of  God  and  instruction 
on  how  we  are  to  live  and  what 
to  teach  and  believe.  The  word 
that  Peter  is  talking  about  is 
implanted  in  us.  ana  will  never 
die.  The  Bible  has  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  endure  forever.
